Overpass on schedule 


Construction of an overpass 
on 19th Street between West 
Granite City and downtown 
should reach the bidding stage 
by the end of January, 1979, 
Mayor Paul Schuler told the 
Granite City Council Tuesday 
night. 

Schuler told the council that 
about $3,248,000 of the estimated 
$5,133,135 needed for the project 

—has been identified and 
numerous sources are being 
checked for the remaining 
funds needed. 

“'T feel we can get this money 
from our able Congressmen and 
Senators, both in the U.S. and 
state legislatures. A U.S 
Congress bill is possible which 
could help us and the state has 
been very gracious in getting 
more from the railroads. 

“don't think we should have 
too much trouble raising such a 
paltry sum as $2 million,” 
Schuler said, somewhat 
‘tongue-in-cheek.’ ‘‘I really 
don't see any reason fo1 
alarm,” he stated on a more 
serious note. 

“Time is getting short. I feel 
we can let bids the end of 
January, 1979. That's our 
schedule and I see no reason to 
veer from it,"” Schuler added 

Alderman Everett ‘Cherry"* 
Morlen said that if funds cannot 
be found, the city would have 
the option to sell bonds to 
finance the project. Schuler 
responded, ‘That's always 
possible.”” 

A letter was read from 
Attorney Randall Robertson, 
who is handling the city’s legal 

‘work in connection with the 


overpass, in which he detailed 
the sources of funding identified 
thus far 

Robertson notes in the letter 
that the Illinois Commerce 
Commission has accepted the 
project, as proposed, and its 
price. 

He said the commission has 
accepted the possibility of the 
city obtaining a $1.4 million 
federal grant and has ordered 
the payment of up to $1,711,045 
from the grade crossing 
protection fund of motor fuel 
taxes. 

In addition, the railroads 
involved have been ordered 
jointly to pay $137,155, or five 
percent of the propased cost of 
the two-lane overpass. 

Railroads also will be ordered 


to fund certain work under 
orders of the commission, 
entitled “force account work," 
which will reduce the amount of 
work the city will have to pay 
for, Robertson explained. 

He said the commission found 
the force account proposals 
submitted by the railroads to be 
“inconsistent, speculative and 
duplicative and to have in- 
cluded items not necessarily 
required for construction of the 
grade separation structure and 
items which will result in im- 
provements to the facilities of, 
and or savings to railroad 
respondents,” in the com- 
mission's words. 

The city has 
obligations ‘and deadlines 
meet, the letter noted.

The construction contractors 
hired by the city must furnish 
railroad protective liability 
insurance. The city must notify 
the ICC and each railroad in- 
volved within 18 months of the 
June 28, 1978, ICC order of its 
ability to finance the remaining 
portions of the overpass, or the 
ICC order will be nullified. 

The city also must notify the 
ICC within three years of the 
order of its ability to complete 
the construction. Robertson 
said the wording of this 
requirement is vague, but he 
believes it means the city has 
three years to complete con- 
struction. 

He added the city is required

Slim margin kills move 
to hike expense funds

Coleman and Mrs. Margaret 
Nonn voted in favor of the in- 
crease. 

Voting against it were 
Everett ‘‘Cherry”’ Morlen, Sam 
Whitmer, Clyde Boyd, Roy 
Poulos, Fred “Pat'’ Schuman 
and Bowler.

purchase sparks dispute 


Despite objections by the 
Granite City Council's finance 
committee chairman Paul Ray 
Bowler, the Granite City 
Council voted Tuesday night to 
“over-inflate” the city’s federal 
revenue sharing budget in 
hopes that funds not-yet 
promised to the city by the 
federal government can be used 
to purchase a $35,000 backhoe 
and concrete breaker for the 
street department. 

Superintendent of Streets 
Lionel Portell told the council 
that their deletion of the 
backhoe and concrete breaker 
would cause problems, since the 
unit ‘tis desperately needed. We 
have got to have this to do some 
of the repair work that needs 
done around town,” Portell 
stated. 

“We have one person (street 
department employee) for each 
1,500 people in this city. That is 
not enough. We could break 
concrete by hand, like we have 
been, but this equiprnent helps 
compensate for the shortage of 
manpower,” he added. 

Bowler contended the city 
cannot appropriate federal 
funds which have not been 


Promised to the city. “If you 
want this backhoe, it’s simple, 
Just take the two tandum trucks 
and the asphalt spreader out of 
the budget and put in the 
backhoe. The price is about the 
same and it won't change the 
budget.” 

Portell noted the asphalt 
spreader and trucks are 
necessary for the city “to get 
into the paving business," 
which was considered a priority 
in this fiscal year. 


The council then voted to add 
$35,000 to the federal revenue 
sharing budget, so it can be 
purchased if anticipated federal 
approval of additional funds to 
the city is received. 


The action increased the 
revenue sharing budget from 
$728,961 to $763,961, which 
Bowler contends exceeds, the 
amount of federal revenue 
sharing the city can budget. 

The council then voted to 
include the revenue sharing 
budget in the general city 
budget, so the city budgets can 
be passed as a package at the 
council's next meeting Tuesday 
night. ‘

Madison County honored 


for citizen service: 


Madison County 
presented with its 1978 
Achievement Awards at the 
43rd annual conference of the 
National Association of 
Counties at Atlanta, Ga., last 
week. 

‘The annual awards are given 
to counties which have been 
specially honored for out- 
standing citizen service and for 
innovative programs leading to 
more efficient, modern county 
government. 

Madison County received its 
awards for its ‘operation 
helping hand van,” a county 
program that placed four of five 
vans, donated by a local car 
dealer, in four communities. 

Each of the towns, working 
with the county Community 
Development Department and 
Office of Manpower Develop- 
ment, has established a special 
transportation service free to 
senior citizens. Currently, each 
of the vans provide services to 
between 15 and 25 seniors daily 

The county also was 
recognized for its ‘‘paper 
recycling program.’’ The 
county operates a program of 
recycling office paper. and 
computer punch cards in the 
county offices, 

Employees have been asked 
to separate their waste paper by 
placing recyclable paper in a 
special plastic holder on each 
employee’s desk. Custodians 
have been instructed to collect 
trash and recyclables in dif- 
ferent colored bags. 

When the Environmental 
Control Department picks up 
trash every morning, they 
deliver the special bag with 
recyclable paper to a county 
garage where they are stored 
until a local paper reprocessing 
firm picks them up. 

The county receives $50 per 
ton for the paper and is trying to 
encourage other _local 
jurisdictions to participate in its 
program or establish similar 
ones.

“‘confiscatory levels’? and 
property taxes which ac- 
curately reflect what it costs to 
provide essential _ local 
government services. 

More than 4,000 county of- 
ficials approved a resolution on 
tax reform: and responsible 
government. 

‘The resolution was adopted 
during the conference where 
Proposition 13 was one of the 
dominant issues. The tax 
reform resolution calls on 
federal, state and local officials 
to renew their efforts to 
eliminate waste, reduce 
bureaucracy and cut red tape in 
government. 

It also calls on county officials 
to support the President and 
Congress in their efforts to 
balance the federal budget at 
the earliest possible date and to 
“assume our share of that 
responsibility.” 

‘The resolution recognizes that 
property tax levels are often 
intolerable and that the 
property tax itself has been 
asked to carry far too many 
governmental burdens. The 
resolution points out that too 
often the “over-loading” of the 
property tax is not the result of 
votes by local elected officials 
but rather the mandates of 
federal and state governments. 

Reacting to the resolution, 
NACO'’s 1977-78 President 
William O. Beach of Mon-

McKinley bridge traffic up 


Traffic for the month of June 
on the McKinley Toll Bridge at 
Venice passed the 300,000 mark, 
Bridge Manager Thomas Fields 
reported to the Venice City 
Council Tuesday night 

The monthly total for June 
was 311,032 vehicles crossing, 
with a daily average of 10,368. 
This represents an increase of 
1,150 vehicles a day over June 
1977 

Fields attributed the traffic 
increase to several factors; the 
underpass, completion of FA 
Route 151, the automatic toll 
collectors speeding up passage, 
and overcrowding on other 
bridges. 


Although the traffic is up, it 
was noted that the McKinley 
Bridge still is the least used of

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New music facilities among 
building priorities at SIUE 


The department of music of 
the School of Fine Arts and 
Communications at Southern 
Illinois University at Edward- 
sville has been continued in 
good standing by the Com- 
mission on Undergraduate 
Studies and Commission on 
Graduate Studies of the 
National Association of Schools 
of Music (NASM) 

William H. Tarwater, 
chairman of the department of 
music, said he is “very pleased 
with this action,’’ But he 
cautioned that the reac- 
creditation evaluation is con- 
ditional on a progress report 
which the University must 
submit by November, 1981, 
concerning alleviation ' of its 
“severe lack of physical 
facilities."” 

Originally accredited by the 
NASM 10 years ago, the action 
of the commissions is to con- 
tinue the institution in good 
standing with’ the following 
degree listings: 

Bachelor of Arts in Music; 
Bachelor of Music in Per- 
formance; Bachelor of Music in 
Music Education; Master of 
Music in Performance; and 
Master of music in Music 
Education. 

The University was visited in 
February, 1977 for reevaluation 
by a team of examiners headed 
by Dr. Charles Ball of the 
University of Tennessee at 
Knoxville and Dr. Lawrence 


Hart of the University of North 
Carolina at Greensboro. 

The examiners said the 
department’s strengths in- 
clude: “excellent facility and 
student body”; “sympathetic 
administrators"; ‘proximity to 
metropolitan area’; ‘‘good 
library facilities”; and ‘string 
and keyboard development 
programs provide unique ex- 
perience and good recruitment 
activity.” 

The ‘‘severe lack of physical 
facilities’ was cited as the 
department’s principal 
weakness, and Samuel Hope, 
NASM executive director, said 
the University must provide by 
November, 1981, “a progress 
report respondifig ta the need 
for a more permanent solution 
to the space and acoustical 
problems associated with 
practice and rehearsal rooms.”” 

According to Prof. Tarwater, 
the University has plans for an 
instrumental music rehearsal 
annex which would provide 
seven studio-size practice 
rooms and three for ensembles. 
The project, estimated to cost 
$1.8 million, would be the first 
phase of a new fine arts com- 
plex and has been approved by 
the SIU Board of Trustees. 

In action last week, the board 
ranked the project as having the 
second highest priority in its list 
of capital budget requests for 
consideration by the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education and 
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the legislature for funding in 
Fiscal Year 1980. 

At present, the department of 
music, located primarily in the 
Communications Building, has 
only one room available for 
rehearsals of large groups such 
as the University Band, 
University Chorus and 
University Orchestra. 
Individual practice room space 
also is limited, according to 
Prof. Tarwater. 

Despite space limitations, the 
accreditation examiners 
evaluated the level of 
achievement among un- 
dergraduate students as 
“decidedly adequate, in some 
cases quite strong.” And in 
regard to the graduate level, 
they said, ‘‘Graduate courses 
visited reveal a satisfactory 
level of expectation and 
achievement..students dem- 
onstrate confidence and 
competence in their 
professional preparation.” 

Evaluating the faculty, the 
accreditation team reported: 
“Faculty members demon- 
strate substantial competence 
in their special fields; there 
were no problems apparent in 
faculty loads or general 
morals.”

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Staying healthy in hot weather

It's summer. It’s hot. So lets 
think about staying healthy 
during hot weather. 

Sweating, a common con 
dition in the summer, helps 
regulate the body temperature. 
Almost all parts of the skin have 
sweat glands that excrete liquid 
— mostly water and a little salt 
— to the surface of the body 

The sweating rate for a 
person who is resting and not 
under stress is approximately 
one quart per day. heavy work 
and high temperature can in- 
crease this rate to as much as 
one gallon per four hours: Ten to 
12 grams (150-190 grains) of salt 
per day will be lost with the 
water. Both the water and salt 
loss must be made up promptly 
to maintain good health. 

Heat exhaustion, heat 
cramps, and heatstroke are 
conditions anyone can ex- 
perience during warm weather

Heatstroke — also known as 
sunstroke — is the most serious 
of all the heat-related con- 
ditions. A heatstroke results 
when the body is unable to cool 
itself sufficiently. s 

As a result, the body tem 
perature rises and reaches a 
point where the heat-regulating 
mechanism breaks down 
completely and the body 
temperature rises quickly. 

Healstrokes are more 
common among males than 


females and among elderly 
persons than the, young. 
Heatstrokes often occur when 
the humidity is high. 
Heatstroke symptoms are 
flushed, hot, dry skin; severe 
headaches; no sweating; visual 
disturbance; rapid temperature 
rise, and loss of consciousness. 
Since a heatstroke can be 
fatal, get medical help im- 
mediately. Quickly cool the 
victim to lower body- tem- 
perature. Place heatstroke 
victim in a tub partially-filled 


with cool water and sponge the 
victim’s body. until the tem- 
perature is reduced. 

You can also take the person 
to a cool, well-ventilated room 
and wrap him in wet, cold 
sheets until the body’ tem- 
perature drops. .

Early damage by armyworms 


By RON CORNWELL 

Extension Farm Adviser 
The fall armyworms are 
taking an early vacation to 
Madison County this year. Fall 
armyworm damage has been 
appearing in many Madison 
County cornfields for the past 

two or three weeks. 

»The fall armyworm winters 
over in Florida and along the 


appear in Southern [llinois in 
August or early September. 
This year the fall armyworm is 
appearing earlier than normal. 

We had severe corn borer 
damage in cornfields this year. 
Since both corn borer and fall 
armyworm cause damage in 
the whorl of the corn plant, 
some producers have mistaken 
armyworm damage for corn 


The fall armyworm looks 
very similar to the true army 
worm except there is a 
prominent inverted Y marking 
on the front of its head. 

The adult moth of the fall 
armyworm lays eggs in the 
whorl of the corn plant. The 
eggs are laid in spots or con- 


secutive plants ina row across a 


they spend their entire life on 
the same corn plant. This is the 
reason damage shows up in a 
spotty pattern across a field. 
The adult moths often seiect the 
late planted corn to lay eggs. 


Most damage trom tne tall 
armyworm occurs in the whorl 
of the corn plant. The leaves are 
very severely chewed in the 


whorl area and have a very 
ragged appearance. Checking 
the whor] of the plant will reveal 


and usually the fall armyworm. 
In some plants the tassel may 
be damaged. If the heart of the 
plant is not killed, it will grqw 
out of the damage rapidly. | 
A check of some fields last 
week indicate most fall ar- 
myworm larva “were ap- 
proaching an inch to one and a 
half inch in size. It takes the 
larva about three weeks fri 
hatch till it pupates. Once the 
worm reaches the pupa stage, it 
will no longer cause damage. 
A producer wants to conside! 


more of the plants over a field 
show feeding and worms are 
still present in the whorl of the 
plants.

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160-year traditions, diversity of 
issues at Illinois Supreme Court 


The atmosphere they 
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High court took its time but reached the right verdict on 
bet messenger offices taking advantage of loophole in law 


Quad-Cityans and IIlinoisans sometimes 
have fretted over the time consumed by 
deliberations of the State Supreme Court. 
But they generally have been able to 
applaud the soundness of the rulings, such 
as that issued July 14 on horse race bet 
messenger services. 

Time was a pertinent issue because of 
the loophole created by a Chicago-area 
Appellate Court decision that appeared to 
negate a 1977 Illinois law banning such 
messenger offices. : 

Many eagerly leaped through that 
loophole, establishing numerous offices 
and giving every indication that they 
hoped to remain in business indefinitely. 
During this period, some seemed to be 
utilizing all legal maneuvers imaginable to 
delay final action on the issue. 

One of the concerns here was that it was 
difficult to determine whether some 
Illinois officers took all their bets to the 
race tracks, where taxes are collected on 
betting. If they retained some bets and 
served as their own treasuries for wins and 
losses, taxation was avoided and existing 
anti-bookie laws loomed as a potential 
factor 

Chicago area law enforcement 
authorities found their hands tied, and 
officials in some Downstate areas adopted 
a “hands off” attitude. 

To their credit, Granite City and 
Madison County authorities took a 
resolute stand attitude after an initial “live 
and let live” experiment 

As the Illinois Supreme Court opinion 


Points out, “It is well within the authority 
of the state to limit gambling on horse 
races to those who are at the track betting 
for themselves or betting for others only as 
a courtesy and not fora fee.” 

_ Asserting that a bet messenger service 
isn’t gambling but is intertwined with it, 
the high court classified it as subject to 
regulation or prohibition by legislation. 

Not only is the ruling logical but it 
preserves the status quo in which horse 
race betting is permitted to occur 
somewhat publicly, with the state taking a 
share to aid it in providing needed 
governmental services. The decision may 
tend to strengthen the employment base 
Provided by such tracks, rather than 
undermining it. The away-from-the-track 
activity obviously could have eroded the 
present volume in handling of transactions 
at the tracks. 

Some people are hailing the court ruling 
eliminating messenger services as clearing 
the way for state legalization of tax-related 
betting shops — OTB, or off-track betting. 

But the same argument against diverting 
Present track operations from the tracks 
themselves also applies to the OTB 
concept. And there are many other flaws 
in the pending linois OTB proposal, 
which calls for any Madison County area 
bet shops to be administered through the 
East St. Louis city government 

House-passed OTB authorization ought 
to be blocked in the Senate — this year 
and in future years. 


Most smokers start when too young for mature decision 


“There's no single thing that will better 
improve their health, their longevity, 
reduce cancer, reduce heart disease, 
reduce emphysema, than quit smoking.” 
This comment by Health-Education- 
Welfare Secretary Joseph Califano 
underscores the importance of the 
smoking issue. 

The part of the issue being given top 
priority by Sec. Califano is smoking by 

{ young people. He is relatively content to 
iet_ adults who smoke use their own 
judgment on whether to continue. But he 
is concerned that vast numbers are joining 

: the ranks of smokers every year, most of 
them ata tender age. 


“Seventy-five percent of the people who 
smoke begin to smoke and acquire the 
habit before they're 21 years old, and that's 
the group we're going to target on. Every 
year that goes by beyond 21, it becomes 
less likely that you'll smoke. And virtually 
nobody in this country begins to smoke 
after age 25 or 30. 


“It's a myth that people make a 
conscious adult decision on whether to 
smoke or not to smoke, weighing the risks 
of cancer and heart disease. The pedple 
that begin to smoke in this country are 11, 
12, 13, 14, 15, 16 years of age,” Califano is 
convinced.

Press-Record Bureaus A young 
woman in Michigan lay in a coma for six 
months after she suffered a head injury in 
an auto accident. Doctors and her family 

: despaired of hope she would ever regain 
consciousness. The other day she opened 
her eyes and said “Hi" to her mother. 

There is still much uncharted territory 
between life and death. It is now two years 
since the parents of Karen Ann Quinlan 
received court permission to remove her 
from a life-sustaining respirator. 

The case of that New Jersey woman who 
had fallen into a deep coma after mixing 
pills and alcohol stirred a national debate 

} over the responsibility of doctors and 
> family members toward people who are 
: terminally ill or in a comatose state 


considered permanent. The decision was 
made to let Miss Quinlan die — but she is 
still alive. 

A new law took effect in California last 
year which requires doctors to honor the 
request of people with incurable illnesses 
that no “heroic” efforts be made to keep 
them alive. It has heen suggested that the 
law be expanded to cover cases where a 
terminal illness has not been diagnosed but 
a person is in a “permanently” comatose 
state. 

How far should the law go? 

The unexplainable call it the 
miraculous — keeps intruding on the 
presumption that medical science can say 
with certainty whether death is imminent 
or physical conditions are irreversible.

Bittersweet grown easily 


By WAYNE B. SIEFERT 

Area Horticulture Adviser 

Bittersweet is a twining vine 
with attractive green foliage in 
summer and clusters of red 
berries that last all winter. 

Bittersweet can easily be 
grown on arbors or woven 
fences but requires annual 
pruning to maintain fruiting 
and beauty. It will grow in a 
variety of soils and locations, 
but does best in full sun. Under 
normal care, it can produce 
vines up to 25 feet long 

Two species of bittersweet 
are grown as ornamental vines. 
American Bittersweet and 

” Oriental Bittersweet. American 
Bittersweet (Celastrus Scan- 
dens) produces the best berry 
clusters. But American Bit- 
tersweet produces male flowers 
and female flowers on separate 
plants, so you must have one of 
each to have a good crop of 
berries. 

Oriental Bittersweet 
(Celastrus Orbiculatus) 
produces both flowers on the 
same vine, but the berries 
aren't as profuse and aren't 
clustered on the ends of short 
branches. Oriental Bittersweet 


has better foliage and vining 
characteristics than the 
American. 

American Bittersweet will 
produce suckers that can be 
transplanted, If you plant seed, 
about half the saplings will be 
males. Some catalogs offer 
plants of both species. 

Bittersweet should be pruned 
in early spring before leaves 
develop. It should be pruned 
back every year to maintain a 
well-kept appearance and get 
large clusters of berries. A 
central vine, or trunk the 
heighth of the fence or trellis 
should be selected and main- 
tained as the base cane. 

Every spring, remove most of 
the sucker growth back to the 
trunk. Leave five or six canes of 
‘one year wood, each cut to three 
or four foot stubs. On woven 
wire fences save 2 lateral vines 
in each direction and prune 
each to six to eight stubs. 

Each year select new laterals 
from stubs on the trunk and 
prune off the old laterals. 

Bittersweet cannot be ef- 
fectively grown on fences or 
walls that do not permit twining 
to support the vines.

A new safety contest under 
way at Granite City Steel offers
